President Castro was aslted for an 
expression of his views regarding Hol- 
land's seiziiri' of Venezuelan ships, but 
answered; "I am in Germany in a 
privatii capacity." He referred the 
correspondents to Senor VeloK-Goltl- 
coa, the Venezuelan cliarge d'affalrs, 
whom he authorized to talk for him. 

Tho charge them made the follow- 
ing statement: "In ropjy to your quos- 
tions. I doubt what lias been pub- 
lished with regard to Holland's ag- 
gression, because no declaration of 
war has been made, nor has a block- 
ade been announced, and none estab-

J-'raak Cruuiplon s story of his hurl, 
which stands unchallenged In lis main 
tealures, reveals a jiossible peril ol 
wlUcli the average nouseliukler does 
nut dream. It appears thai one even- 
ing iie went into the basemeni ut his 
mother's home to saw some wooil. 
While so doing the point of his saw 
oamu In contact wltli tlie electric wire 
leading to the light he was working by, 
and he was immediately knocked 
senseless. It was afterwards discov- 
ered that his arm was very badly 
burned, and iie was obliged to discon- 
tinue his einploynient for some time 
while he underwent medical trcatmeiu, 
during the course of v/hicli pieces of 
skill lr(Jin his leg had to be grafted on 
to Ills arm in order to heal the wound. 

The young man had been apprenticed 
to the telei)none company, learning the 
electrical end of the work, but was ob- 
liged to reliiKiuiah all idea of following 
his chosen calling on account of the 
accident, lie had lost Ills nerve where 
electricity Is concerned. In conse- 
quence uf evidence given during the 
course of the trial, lie was recalled at 
the end of the i)roceedlngs, and he 
admitted that before beginning to saw- 
wood on the evening In (lucstion he 
had received a slight shock. He had 
picked up the light to remove it, when 
ho was slightly shocked In the hand. 
Accordinglj- he put on a rubber glove 
wliieh he had in the basement, and 
which he used In his trade, and picked 
up the light udth It and hung the bulb 
on a hook In one of the joists. The 
cord liuiig down to within two or three 
feet of the lloor and he could only ac- 
count for the accident by tlie tlieory 
that he struck this cord with the point 
«f tlie saw. The first shock was oX tha 
slight kind, which is often received In 
handling electric lights, and did not 
arouse his aiiprehensions. A neighbor 
also gave evidence that on the same 
evening slio had received a shook which 
knocked nor down as she laid hold of a 
switch to turn on the light. 

For the defence, A. T. Goward, man- 
ager of the company, and G. N. Tripp, 
its electrical superintendent, were 
called. Their evidence went to show 
that on the night in question there wais 
u storm of wind and rain, and Mr. 
Goward told of statements made to 
lilm by the plaintiff shortly after the 
accident. Hu attributed the unques- 
tioned fact that the wire into tiie 
Crompton homo was carrying an undue 
voltage by the theory that a wet 
Ijrancii connected the low pressure 
service wire with the high tension wire 
which serves the city arc lights, car- 
ried on the same pole, and which is 
cliarged with 2.000 volts. Mr. Trlpii 
explained how the poles are construct- 
ed, and it appears that on the same 
crossbar there arc four wires. The two 
inside ones tira arc primary, hlgii pres- 
sure wln-s carrying .ibnut J, 000 volts, 
Willie the two outside wires are low 
pressure service wires carrying a nom- 
inal 110 voltage, which is auits Incapa- 
ble of inflicting injury on any one. 
Wot Branch Did it 

Mr. Tripi) thought lhat in the Wind 
and rain a w('l branch had blown 
across the cltj- wire and the company's 
secondary wire, ihus charging the lat- 
ter v.llb a high voltage which would 
be carrle<l into the house. He did not 
tliiiik from an inspection made not long 
after till! accident that the primary 
jiiid secondary wires li;ul crossed, 'i'he 
danger from wet branches In a high 
wind was recognized by his conipany, 
which took all possible precautions, 
though the city had stopped him "from 
cutting down tree branches which he 
considered to bo in the way and so 
dangerous. His company's wires were 
all covered with standard insulation 
and the current would not escape until 
the insulation was worn through, 
which might occur through the chafing 
of branches. 

Replying to questions from the Jury, 
li(. explained that the fuse would not 
blow out on account of too much vol- 
tage, as that merely meant too much 
pressure. Tho fuse w.uld burn out if 
too great a volume of electricity, which 
Is measured In nmpheres, passed into 
it. To the jydgo ho said that his in- 
spection was from tho ground, and that 
it appeared that the wires were some- 
what chafed. 

Thinks Wires Crosced 

Matthew Hutchinson, tin.' city elec- 
trician, was also called, it appears 
that a complaint of the accident had 
ijei'ii m ide to the cIty, and that the 
witness hail been instructed to make 
,111 investigation. Ho detailed an In- 
terview with tho plaintiff and then 
w;is asked hts views as to tho causo 
ot tho accident. His opinion was that 
llie unusual voltage was caused by 
the crossing of tho primary and 
.secondary -wlroa. His oxperionoo had 
■diown that no mattpr how careful the 
poles might be gnyed and tho wires 
strung, they were bound to sag some- 
what with a risk of crossing one 
another. The poles were 120 feet a- 
part -and the wires were strung M 
inches apart. AVlien the wires were 
of different weights they would not 
;nvay rhythnilcUly In the wdnd, with 
tlio "result that eventually they were 
;ipt to be entangled. It v.-as po.ssible 
(hat a wet branch might have caused 
tho trouble, but ho did not think It 
likely. In the llrst place It was a bad 
conductor, and In the second It would 
ti:nd to ground the current rather than 
send It over tho second.'iry wire. It 
might causo a inomuntury shdck but

he thought it unlikely, though not Im- 
possible, to do anyinliig more. The 
covering by which wires arc insulat- 
ed are not of much good, according 
to .Mr. Huthlnson. He says that as 
a rule they soon lose their non-con- 
ductive iiuaiities oil high pressure 
wires. The insulation of tlio wlr^s in 
the present case were tiuito chafed 
when he examined them. 

Charges Negligence 

In his address to the Jury on tho 
facts, Mr. McPhllllps made much of 
the fact that Crompton had felt a 
small shock wdieii he llrst touched the 
light. This he said was a warning, 
and as he continued in tho vicinity 
after tliLs' ho did so at his peril. He 
was thus the author of his own injury, 
and so had no right to claim damages. 
It was contributory negligence. He 
pointed out that this was the llrst 
incident of the kind In the history of 
the company, and that it had been 
proved that the Installation and ap- 
pliance as used were of the best and 
most modern lilnd. Under the circum- 
stances the liglit company had done 
all that could be reasonably be reipilr- 
ed of It, and could not be held guilty 
of negligence without which there could 
be no liability. He also criticized tho 
plaintiff for not having told of the 
small shook when questioned by him 
oil his llrst appearance on tho stand. 
He then had denied that there had 
In en a prior shock. 

For the plaintiff, Mr. Alkman ex- 
plained this by saying that OrompDii 
did not realize when asked the ciues- 
tlon what was being referred to. Ho 
had thought a severe shock was meant 
and not a slight one which mlgln be 
from any electric light bulli which was 
a little out of order. He pointed out 
that the fact that tlie plaintiiT liad 
received serious Injuries from an elec- 
tric current brought over the defen- 
dants wire was not disiiuled. The 
company expert acknowledged that 
electricity was a dangerous element, 
and yet they permitted their wires to 
be strung tlirough trees, knowing the 
danger then arising from storms which 
were admittedly cuiniiioii in \'icloria. 
This was negligenci'. and he did not 
think that the amount of damages 
asked for was excessive. Apparently 
the Jury did not think so either for 
they returned a verdict for $1000, tho 
amount claimed, saying that they con- 
sidered tho company was negligent 
in stringing its wires so close togeth- 
er while passing through .trees. They 
found that tho plaintifE -was not guilty 
of contributory negligence. 

In charging .tho jury" Judge Lamp- 
man remarked that if electric light 
could not be .supplied without tho risk 
of Injury to those supplied. It was the 
duty of the company to discontinue 
tlio service. Judgment will not bo 
delivered until .after the'^egal argu- 
ment on SatUrtfayT'"' .

Roumanian Who Was Charged

Tho case against Alexander Vied, the 
Roumanian who was charged with en- 
gaging in ail affray in the (I'oloiiial 
hotel on December 5tli, was dlsiiils.'sed 
Ijy the magistrate yesterday.

The evidence went to show that Med 
and llauiilkorn, the man who was 
cominllted for trial llie other day for 
stabbing, engaged In an altercation.

MUNIGIPAU MATTERS. 

His Worship Mayor Hall is to be 
congratulated upon having called the 
citizens tofrethor to hear an account 
of tlio stewardship of tiic City Coun- 
cil during the current year. We do 
not Icnow that this Is the first time 
such a thing has been done, but It 
cortaluly ouglit not to bo the last. 
The pr.ietiee mitrlit lie lulopteil as a 
general rule. The citizens have a 
right to Ifnow what the municipal 
authorltloK are doing and they can 
learn nioi-e frnni a speech than in any 
other \va,\-. 

On tlie whole Mayor Hall made an 
interesting and satisfactory statement, 
and his record of the year's work 
much more than justifies the action j 
of tlie citizens In making an effort ! 
last January to secure a "business City | 
Council." One notable tiling in con- 
nection with the year's record is the 
absence of friction at the Council 
board. Everything has gone along 
smootiily, and nothing In tlie nature of 
a (juarrcl has marred tlie proceedings. 
There has been plenty of discussion 
but very little talking to the galleries. 
The Mayor and Aldermen seem to have 
realized that the people expected 
thorn to attend to the public business, 
and they have bent all their energies 
In that direction. Perhaps they have 
not done all that some of us thought 
tlicy ought to have done; doubtless 
they liavo done some things which 
others think might have been better 
left undone; but it has been a busy 
year in municipal matters — much has 
been accomplished, and the conlidenco 
of the public in the city government 
has been fully restored, as is shown 
by the fact that tlic ratepayers have 
given the Council all the money it has 
asked for. 

The one thing about which people 
coiuivlain tlio most Is tlie condition of 
tile .^troets. For tliis there may; be 
Konie ground, but for a great deal of 
It there is none. No doubt the streets 
in the centre of the city, except whore 
they are paved, have never been In a 
worse condition than they are Just 
now. IjUt wiiat was to be oxjjected? 
A double system of water pijies Is 
being laid down, and this has made 
it necessary to break up the surface, 
with the result that there are oceans 
of niuil. But as you cannot make 
omeleltes wiiliout brealdnt; ei?.i;s, so 
you cannot lay water mains without 
digging up the earth, and since the 
beginning of things earth and water 
have made iniid. .Moreover few peo- 
ple realize how !jr"atly the tratlic i.s 
Increasing ;ipon the city streets and 
how much heavier the vehicles and 
their loads .are becoming. This is a 
grov.inK cil\-, and municliial growth 
briuK:! many liieonvenli'iier'S In its 
train. In the residential parts of the 
city the Streets are in many places 
sadly in need of repair, but wo 
are bound to say that .a great deal 
of work in this direction baa been ac- 
complished, considering the limited 
sum of money at the disposal of the 
City Council. The repair work has 
not always been done with very good 
JudKineiit, but is is not quite reason- 
able to hold the M.iyor iinil Aldermen 
responsible for sueli d.-lalls. These 
conio under the ;iupervisiou of the 
permanent olliclals, who have not al- 
ways exhibited an appreciation of the 
best way fjf doing things. 

In regard to the water suiiiily, Die 
views of the Colonist are well known 
and we see no reason to change them, 
but we freely admit that the raising 
of the Elk Lake dam, the laying of j 
uew mains from tlie lake, the Smitli'si 
Hill reservoir and the .stand pipe near 
Rockland Avenue seem likely to .if- I 
ford the city a much-needed tempor- 
•ai-y relief. They will not meet muni- 
cipal requirements vc-y long, but for 
a fcu' yi-'or.-: there onglil to lie an .ade- 
quate w;iler siip]jly undiT sa t isfiictory 
prcs.suro. Further suiiiily will iiave to 
bo provided, and the water question 
will be a live one In civic affairs until 
the best available source has been se- 
cured and the city li.-is been furnished 
with all the water likely to be iieed.'id 
in the next twenty-five years at least. 

From a moral h'tandpolnt the af- 
fairs of the city luive been very well 
conducted. is'o one preteiuls tiiat 
vice, Immorality and Intemperance 
have been abated, or will claim it to 
be within the power of any municipal 
government to abate tliem; but we 
think It can fairly be alleged that dur- 
ing the year tliose thlng.s have been 
Jcopt under restraint to a degree not 
surpassed in any previous year of 
the city's history. We. do not care to 
dlscut<H .such matters unnecessarily, 
ibnt there Is one napect of them which 
has to be very tactfully handled, for, In 
respect to It, suppression often leads 
to worse results than restriction. It 
cannot bo siippresaod; It <:an ■ho res- 
tricted to narrow terrUorliil limits. 
; ''Whllo the Mayor did not make a 
political speech and deprecated the 



A "RED PAGE." 

The Sydney, N.S.W., Bulletin, a 
high class Illustrated weekly, prints 
what It calls "The Red Page." In the 
issue of November 12, it publishes 
some of seventy- four "national" songs 
whicli It has received. The poetical 
worth of the contributions Is not con- 
spicuous, but there is a sentiment ex- 
pressed by some of the writers, which 
indicates the trend of public sentiment 
on a very important ([uestion. For 
example, one G. B. sends a poem en- 
titled "God Save Australia," In which 
he . refers to "the monkey power" and 
"Mongol hordes" and closes by saying: 
"God keep thee White by your own 
might, 

Your enililem a White Dalilia, 
And may there be Race purity 

In loved Australia." 
Not very good poetry this, but there 
is no mistaking what It means. Lilllas 
Cordon says: 

-Till the last red drop be spilt, 

While we yet may hold a hilt. 

We will guard our children's right, 

Wp will keep Australia white; 

For once the die Is cast 

'Tis Australia first and last 

With us all." 
There is no mistaking what Oscar 
Walters has in mind, wlien, after 
■telling what Australians have done for 
tlie ICnipire, he says: 
"But llercer we'll light in our country's 

war, when we fight for our homes, 

our land, our God." 
Or what W.L.D. Is thinking of when 
he exclaims: ^ 
"Son! with tameless spirit haste 

To keep the home Inviolate." 
O. C. Cabot speaks of stern work that 
Is to be done and says that "Australia 
needs men who are ready to die," and 
closes by asserting that "Alert and un- 
daunted, Australia shall stand." In a 
spirited song entitled "The Bounding 
Kangaroo," H. Tate says: 
"Make room for White Australia's sons 
When the fleet of Australia fights for 
the sea." 

Burnett Cray, in "The Spirit of Aus- 
tralia," says: 

"We have raised the White Man's Ban- 
ner — yea have raised it to the sky. 
We liave sworn to guard its honor, 

or, if has to be, to die; 
So let every man be ready — let each 
father and each son 
Read the ominous wall-wrltlngs and 
be ready with his gun." 
"The Cross and the Great White Star" 
begins with this stanza: 
"Red looming througli the ocean haze 
Th(^ Pagan sun- Hag's battle rays 
Darken Australia's sky; 
But hi'r hills and her headlands have 
flung afar 
The flag of the Cross and the Great 
White Star, 
And our hearts as the hearts of heroes 
are 

— Now the women have said 'Good- 
bye.' " 

Later the anonymous author speaks of 

"The Great White Star of a tear- 
stained face. 

And the lonely Cross of the Great 
White Race." 

He speaks of the conflict which he sees 

iinpeiiding and says: 

"But the foe will again and again 
Invade 

This Holy Land of the last Crusade 
Tin the uttermost debt of blood be paid 

And ,the strongest race has won." 
He adds: 

"True to our fathers' high behest. 
We guard the frontiers Of the West 

I^-oin Asia's Infamy. 
Tliough iin Attlla spring with his 

powers unknown 
At the Great Wliite Star and the Great 

White Throne, 
We shall stand to our arms — ^If we 
stand alone, 
Come death, fir victory," 
J. Alex. Allan writes "A Hattle Hymn," 
In which these lines occur: 
"And the wrestling bayonets drive 
and rip 

I'or life and for land and a white 
wife's lip. 

Watcli, eyes, where your lazy vLn- 

yards shine, 
.\nd you white wives smile and weave. 
Lest an Orient foot crush down your 

V i 111' 

And a Western robber reive I" 

Kxplanatlon of what these people 
have in mind would be superfluous. 
There Is no use In shutting our eyes 
to the nttlltidc of ..Xustralia iis to tlin 
Oriental racs. In Canada tliese peo- 
ples are objected to, but in the great 
southern Commonwealth they are 
hated. But the above Is not all. On 
tlie editorial page of tlie Hulletin 
proniiniMiee is given to si jioeni called 
"The Uattle," whicli contaln.s this line: 
"Tlio Brown M.an's world in harnoss, 
the White Man's world at Hay." 
Editorially the Bulletin pleads for an 
Australian navy that "will incessantly 
patrol the Northern Seas," to keep the 
Orientals out, and says If this Is not 
done "there will almost certainly one 
day be riot and murder and incendi- 
arism and hangings and foreign com- 
plications of the worst sort." This Is 
all very strong, possibly too strong; 
but it in well for the people of Can- 
ada to know how their Houtliern 
brethren feel on a question, which la 



treated, iln . thd. Dominion, . outside , of 
British Columbia, as one that Is httfd- 
ly worth serious thought. 



DIVORCES. 

The United States Census Bulletin 
dealing .with dtv.oroe In that country 
prints a statemerit as follows: ".The 
avallablo data indicate that not loss 
than one marriage in twelve is ulti- 
mately terminated by divorce." This is 
a remarkable state o£ things, and Its 
effect upon the community can hardly 
tall to be very injurious. It is true 
that the Now York American Insists 
that this does not indicate any moral 
unsoundness in the. coinmunity, and 
protests that the cause of this "dis- 
temper of our growing youth," are due 
to the fact that "our domestic tradi- 
tions have been monarchical — liave not 
given the women and children a fair 
chance," but how can such a conten- 
tion lie sustained, seoing that in Can- 
ada, wlier.' the domestic traditions are 
quite as monarchical as ever tljey were 
in the United States, divorces are so 
few that socially they are almost nejr- 
ligilile. The American says that there 
is now a ilenioeratic revolution in 
process In family rolathnisliiiis, and 
when It Is completed there will be 
fewer divorces In the irnlted States 
th.an in other countries, lint there are 
some who will fear the tendency of 
this revolution to ho in the direction 
of relationships which are not marriage 
and hence can be terminated without 
the formality of divorce. llnwever. 
the .\ew York paper fi-els bound to 
admit tli.at the country is 'coining 
face to face with one of the jirlmary 
Issues of modern civilization." The 
Clilcago News thinks the n.-ition has 
gone In for experimental marriages, 
and In view of the case with which 
a divorce can be obtained In some of 
the States, the suggestion la not very 
far astray. In at least one State 
among the causes fcir divorce is tlie 
opinion of the judge that the parties 
connot live happily together, and this 
Is a ground which Is tantamount to 
making marriage terminable at the 
will of the parties. If it is true, as 
most of us think, that the family Is 
the basis of the State, there seems to 
be a grave element of dry rot at the 
very foundation of the United States 
as a nation. Wo do not hear ,as much 
nowadays as we used to about the 
State assuming the care of children, 
and we suppose that particular phase 
of the Socialist propaganda may be 
regarded as obsolete, but with the 
multiplication of divorces the rearing 
of A family or the existence of any 
family at all becomes more or less 
problematical. For the divorce haldt 
is growing. The rate per hundred 
thousand of the population Increased 
from 1870 to 1905 nearly 3M per cent 
and per hundred thousand of the 
married iiopulatlon at 250 per cent. 
So intimate are tlie personal and social 
relations between Canada and the 
United States, that we cannot on our 
aide of the border afford to look uiion 
this condition with n fooling of moral 
suiioriority ; hut must regard it is like- 
ly to liavu ;i very serious Inlluence 
upon om- own marriage institutions.

Ir* 
tliat competition llw rhiiiiijes ure all O!! 
one .side. The United States lias ren- 
dered an ocean Ijiisiiicss iin))UHsiljlc: b.v 
her own acts in lier exclusive nax lKa- 
tiou laws, her high tariff, and the con- 
seciuent hlgli cost ;it whieli .she nuist 
do things. Tiiese artillcially high stan- 
dards can ho kept upon land, but on 
the sea thoro must bo open competi- 
tion, and all the odds in this case arc 
in favor of Japan. Meantime Britain 
has a vastly greater maritime stalio on 
tlie Paclflo than botli o£ them put to- 
gether. As between the United States 
iind Britain only one of two things can 
{liter this disproportion — tlie introduc- 
tion of protection into Britain, on 
which, if it were ofCectlve, her mercan- 
tile marine would collapse, as that of 
the United States dl.d Svhon the Morrill 
tariff became law, or'tljo reduction of 
the United Bta'tefe 'tifrllf to a revenue 
basis, the " result of which would ho 
such an expansion of -the maritime life 
Of tlTat country its might throw that of 
Great Brllaih' Into' a' secoiid olace. If 
the United States wants to rule any 
waves more, than three mrlcs from lier 
shores this, and this only, is the way 
to do It. 

.Tohn Bull is being -warned often 
enough tliat he must bo up and doing 
If ho would be in a position to cope 
yvrlth ^ptlicr powers in the matters of 
airships for offensive and defensive 
purposes. Only the other day we had 
u reference to tiie alarming note 
sounded by Sir Hiram Maxim, 
ahd now the Duke of Argyll has taken 
his turn in uttering a warning that 
the country will yet regret bitterly the 
indifference witii which it continues to 
regard the whole subject of aerial

ABOUT PEOPLE 

Lord Iveagli, who is elected Chancel- 
lor of Dublin University, graduated 
from Trinity College before his father 
became a baronet, ahd wfis, says the 
Westminster Gazette, subsequently 
awarded the Doctorate, but he . sent 
his own son to Cambridge. The new 
Chancellor has been a munificent ben- 
efactor to ttie University, and con- 
tributed ^argeiy towards the erection 
of laboratories. Of the other two 
ntimes submitted by the Senior I'^el- 
iows to tlie electorate. Lord Penibrolco 
lias little obvious connection with Dub- 
lin, beyond Ixdng the holder of the 
Pembroke township from tlie Corpor- 
ation; but Lord Ashbourne is a dis- 
tinguished son of the "Silent Sister," 
\vhere he still presides over the rHls- 
torical Society. 

The Karl iiand Countess of Portar- 
iington gave a house party at Emo 
Park, Portarlingtoii, for covert shoot- 
ing.

Power^rourt Castle, in County 
Wicklcnv; where Viscount Powerscourt 
is, was visited by George IV. in isai, 
during 'his. visit to Ireland, and among 
the -most. Interesting room is tin; 
grand salon, where the king was en- 
tertained. It l8 a vast apartment, ,so 
'feef,l'6ng by 40 wide. The Castle 
was' brlgmally built by De La Poer, a 
knight' in Strongbow's comiiuany. 
James I. gave the property to Sir it. 
A^'ingfleld in 1608, he ■ being created 
Viscount Powerscourt ten years later. 
Since that date the peerage lias be< ii 
twice extinct, and was revived for tile 
second time in 1743 in favour of an 
iincestoi" of the present Lord Powers- 
court,

The man 
of letters, when lie I'.as passed through 
his iiiimatur(^ and tentatlv(r jieriod, 
takes up a big ^ubjoct which gives ex- 
pres.-ilon to till! chi;'f things in his 
inlnd. 'After that, even though his 
powers are unimpaired, he has dono 
ills main work, and has n^iither tlie 
fresh matei-lal to work on nor the in- 
centive: to abnormal i-nergy." Acem-d-

" London Times:— The National, Con- 
vention, which ^ met at* i)urban last 
montii to discuss the union of me 
lour South" African Colonltjs and ad- 
journed somcwnat abruptly about 
tlireo weeks ago, iias now reassenibieu 
at Capo 'Iowa.

Those of them who halloo 
from the Orange lUver Colony wel'e 
anxious . to revisit Bloemtontein in or- 
der to usccrtatn and so fur as iiossible 
repair the dislocation occaalonea by 
tho disastrous lire which recently de- 
stroyed a considerable part of the tine 
government [luiidings wliich stood in 
the centre of ilio Orange Itiver capital. 
Another serious consideration was that 
several ot the delegates were sulferliig 
from the heat, which is often trying 
upon the east coast at this time or 
\-ear, and seenis to have told' moat .se- 
verely upon Sir Henry Vllilers, tlio 
President, and Mr. Steyii, the Vlve- 
Presldent, of the Convention. Sir, 
Henry de Vlllier.s', the Chief Justice 
of Caiic Cidouy, has brought a dlgnltjf.; 
and inlUieiiee to tlie post of President', 
which no ether South African perhapS; 
was so we 11 fiimllfied to assert, andj 
his ubseiicu would undoubtedly have 
proved a serious. handicap to the work 
of tho delegutta. The article from ourj 
special correspondent which wo have 
published this week iirovlded for I'lng- 
lisn readers ah" Ihterestiilg picture both 
of him and of other icaalng ligiue.-, 
In tnls memorable gathering of dis- 
tinguished South Africans. iS'ot k-ast 
striking is tha't<'(5f ■ Mr. Steyn. Among 
many personalities wliieli iiave leu 
their mark up'OncBohth African iiistor.s 
none perhaps, lb fchtltled to greater re- 
spect and /.eynipathy than his. .Mr. 
Steyn, asl'fj^rcsldont of the Orange 
River (iolony, showed the sterling 
quality of his character by llic ildelit.v^ 
with which he threw in the lot of Ins 
people with that of tho sister State 
at the outbreak of the war. One ot 
those most severely tried in tiie ooiir.se 
of hostilities, ho has reaped least from 
subsequent developments; and hi-: 
presence at tlie Convention, althougli 
witli weakened powers and stricken 
health, is perhaps the most slgniticanl 
of the many Indications wliich point 
to a chango of temper in tlie South' 
African world. The statement upon 
the work of tho Convention which luv 
made to our special • correspondent 
some two or three weeks ago sbo\yh 
that the lovalty which he formerly I 
gave to the- cause of Boor indepeiid-. 
ence he is now prepared to give with-' 
out reserve to a united South Afric-,i 
beneath the British Crown; and -sve, 
can take the devotion -with whieli, in 
spite of Illness and constant suft'er- 
Ing, ho then nialntnino« liis faith to 
tlie Dutch regime as true lueasure of 
the value uf his support today in 
achieving the luilon and reconciliation 
Whici'i would not have been possible 
-in South Atrlciubut for the bitter test 
and iinal verdict ' of tlie war. 
• The proceedings of ,:tllt^-:,';<-3>>nventiou 
iiiive from the outset boeu'^-rappecl iff 
wise obscurity. The labours of Hho 
delegates ' had' nothing to gain fronj, 
and might eusUyi, been • wrecked ;by, 
tlie interested commoni, of this or that 
section of tlie puWIcHJl-ithe press upon 
their reHolutiun3ja3.St]Keso wero being 
framed. To bc^lflgfed fairly by .the 
various sliades of South African oi)ln- 
iim, their work must be Judged us a 
wliole. Piecemeal criticism would al- 
most certainly have proved for the 
most part uiifiivorablc; but when the 
full proposals are known, tho various 
conflicting interests will be better able 
to realize that what they might luue 
lost in one direction they will have 
gained' in another, and that none can 
profit in any direction except by 
compromise. The attitude of the pub- 
lic In the various states, when the 
Convention produces its scheme, is in- 
deed the- eliief anxiety which remains, 
eince it is clear, from tile jiace at 
which the Convention is concluding its 
iworli, that no obstacle liys so 'far 
proved insuperable. Telegrajdiiny 
from Durban immediately after the 
adjournment, our correspondent was 
able lo state that the drafting of the 
(;onstitutloii would in all probability 
bo concluded a month after the .-iitting.'; 
were resumed at Caiie Town. If noth- 
ing occurs lo ii»ar this .expeetalion. tli:.^ 
draft should be submitted to tlie \-ari- 
ious I'arliameiits in February, and an- 
other Convention .would perhaps lie 
necessary In order. to reeoueile dll'ter- 
ences and give the ("inistitutioii Us 
liiial form. So strong, lio\ve\-i-r, seems 
to be vli(> belief in the sueci-ss ol the 
work of the Coiiyention that la- men- 
tioned a general liO])e of Heiuling llie 
(:;onstltution honie for ratllieat,ion dur- 
ing the ne.-ct silssioli of the Imiierial 
Parliament. W'l- sincerely trust that 
this wldesi)read and most weleoiiie op- 
inion will not be belled by the e\-ent. 

If it is not, that result will, un- 
doubtedly, be due in considerable part 
to the Transvaal deU-gates. Tlu-y not 
onl.v came to tlo,. Convention with a 
dellnite uiideistand ing upmi tin- es- 
sentials to be kept in \-ie\v. but the.v 
liavi' shown throughout the jiroeec-d- 
ings a spirit of co-operatluM whieli re- 
Ilee.lH tile greatest cri-dlt upon Jioers 
and Progressive's alike. (Uu' eorres 
pondeut's account of tlie nianmr i 
■\vhicli liiey have addres.s'-d tlieniselve 
to the task of reconciling racial feej 
ing and rival Interests inu.v perhaps not 
unreasonably be taken, together with 
tho declaVatlons -nria^e by Mr. Steyn, 
as earnest of tho dawn of a now era 
in South African politics. The inilu- 
cnce exerted by the presence of tlie 
Convention upon Its immediate sur- 
roundings In Natal has, to judge; lu 
tlio very Interesting message from our 
correspondent which wo printed on 
Tuesday, been reflected to Home coii- 
aiderablo extent In other parts of 
South Africa. "In Eastern Cape (,'cd- 
onj'," ho said, "the feeling In favour 
of unification Is growing, and the same 
feeling Is much stronger in Orange 
llher Colpny than when I was there 
less than two nionths ago." Tho re- 
assembling of the Convention at Cape 
Town may perhaps lead to a similar 
movement of opinion iit the centre of 
affairs In t!io mother i-olony.

still illiterati-. Tile e.uisi! of this con- 
dition wliieli is limited Lo the Abruzzl, 
was variously e.xiilaiiied. 

The Anti-Cleriea! mombers of the 
Board of Education were e-onvlnceil 
lliat the t-lerg\' ci]iiiii.-ied <'Ienieiitary in- 
struetiiiii le.si the peasants should lose 
their religious faitli, while otlii.-rs v'oi. 
fcirth the tlienry that the inliabltaiits

. FAMOUS SOCIETY 

Victorian H6nored By Royal 
Geograpliical Society of 
London 



At the last meeting oC the council 
of the Royal GeoBraphleal Society In 
London, Eng., on Nov. SOtli, Jlr. J. S. 
a. Matson, of this city waa cloctod a 
Kcilow. lie was jji-oiio-sed by Coi. G. 
Earl Church, seconded by Mr. J. F. 
Hughes. The Koyal Geographical 
Society has as its patron Ills Jlajeisty 
the King, v.ltli ills Jloyal Highnosa 
the Prince of AVales as vice-patron. 
Major Leonard Uarwiu Is the presl 
dont for the current year. The sj 
clety was granted a royal charter of 
incorporation In 1859. 

It was, however, founded in 1830. 
V'rovlously and since the dawn of 
Hrltlsh exploration and dlscov- 
erv, geoxraphieai work had \ been 
(lone witliout regular organization. It 
was coMvmenecul in 1B55, when Richard 
Eden publlfabed his "Decides of the 
New AVorkl. ' It was continued by u 
suuees-sion of .-ollectors oC voyages 
and travels, Hakluyt, Purchas, Harris, 
Astley Cluirchlll, Pinkerton, Dal- 
rympie, Kerr and Uurnoy. 

Tile Royal Society from its founda- 
tion published occasional Keographleai 
papo'-H and promoted the invention 
and improvement of instr\uuent.s use 
ful to travc^llers. Sir Josepli Banks 
was the fonstant and very active pa- 
tron of geography from the time that 
ho became president of the Roval 
.Society until his death in 1S:;0. His 
nmntlo fell upon Major Donnell. while 
from 1818, Sir John Harrow, the ;;i 
rotary of the Admiralty was the? great 
promoter of voyages of dlscovi.My. In 
1788 the .Tfrlcan Association was 
founded for the promotion of dlscov 
cry in the interior of that continent 
and tlie labours of Its members cul- 
minated In the dlscbvcrles of Mungo 
Park, Denham and Clapportbn and 
of l.anUer. 

The Raleigh Dining Club, founded 
in 1827 wliich mapped out the world 
into so many divisions corresponding 
to tile number of m(;mbers, at least 
one of whom had vlsltc>d the district 
assigned, was allied with the society 
and llnaily in 1S,';4 its ;illiliiitlon wit!) 
the R. G. S. became comploto. 

On .Tuiy IGth, 1830, the constitutir*! 
of the society was adopted. The first 
vice-president was 'Viscount Godericli 
afterwards Earl ,if Rlpon. The vice- 
presidents were Sir .Tolin Harrow. Sir 
John Franklin, Colonel Heake and Mr. 
Greonough. F(Hir hundriMl and si.\(y 
names were enrolled on the list of 
FelloVs Including the King, fifty olll- 
cers of the army, all the leading 
statesmen of both parties inclL-ding 
the Duke of Wellington, then Prime 
Minister, and men eminent in oil 
branches of science. 

The object.s of the society are the 
accumulation of now geographical 
knowledge, the maintenance of a lib- 
rary and a collection of maps for ^the 
use of the members, granting assist- 
ance to travellers and research, the 
training of explorers, the raising of 
the standard of geographical educa- 
tion and the ■fllssemination of, geo- 
graphical knowledge. The feociety 
owns its own rooms at No. 1 Savillo 
street, London. _ , , 



In the gift of the R, G. S. arc two 
Royal Gold Medals through the gen- 
erosity of the . Crown wlilch are 
awarded annually to the' most distin- 
guished travellers and geographers 
together with four money awards, — the 
Murchlson Grant, the Back Grant, the 
GUI I\Iomorin,l and the Cuthbort Pock 
Grant. 

The society's medal is the , height 
of the ainbitioii^^i. most . geographers. 
In 1907 it wai' jSl^esented to Ca!)taiii 
Roald Amundsen; for/' his' voyage 
through the northwest ".passage and 
to Dr. ITrancesco Moreno for 20; years' 
explorations ' In South America. This 
year.. It was awarded to Lieut. Boyd 
Alexander for exploring the upper 
waters of the Nile's basin and to H. 
S. H. the Prince of Jlonaco for his 
study ot' oceaiiogr.-iphy. 

Mr. Matson met various oniclals of 
the R. G. S. In Liondon recently and 
as a result oC information with re 
gard to l^rltlsh Columbia with wlilch 
lie supplied them, he lias b-ee.n honor- 
ed by election into this notable body 
Mr. AVarburton Pike of thi.s city is 
also a member of the society.

building of concrete and brick con- 
struction and will contain ten rooms 
adapted to the purpose of a school.

"With the exception oi^ a summary of 
the work done by the parks board 
for tile year, tlio parks board had few 
matters of Importance before its meet- 
ing yesterday. The dilliculty of get- 
ting tile members to attend, tlie meet- 
ings was again demonstrated when, 
after a considerable delay, the meet- 
ing was called to order with just a 
quorum presimt. Tlie report submit- 
ted by D. D. England, superintendent 
of parks and boulevards, was as fol- 
lows: 

I hereby submit a summary report 
of work done to date. I lind It is im- 
possible to give a complete report as 
tlie accounts are not yet made up but 
.a more complete report of the year's 
work will bc' contained in the next re- 
port. I may say that considerable Im- 
provements have been made at Hea- 
con mil iKirk including tlie leveling 
and cleaning out of roots, etc., and 
seeding some twenty thousand square 
yards of lawn. A nursery of .soiiie 
thousands of seedlings and young trees 
now exists. Improvements have been 
made to the animal pens, and twice as 
large an area of the park has been 
maintained as was maintained in any 
previous year. 

The Purk was practically saved from 
fires by energetic measures on the 
part of myself and staff. A consider- 
able sum of nioney was realized from 
the sale of hay. The dog nuisance la 
almost abated, though conslderablo 
expense, damage and loss has been 
caused by tlie dogs in the earlier part 
of t!ic season. The greatest draw- 
backs 1 have encountered ""are the 
shortage of water, the scarcity of con- 
nections .and tlie lax methods of the 
I)ast. 'riiese matters will bo more fully 
dealt witli in my annual report in 
Januar.v. 

North Park 

Considerable work has been dpno 
at North Park where much more re- 
(luires to bo done? 

James Bay Embankment 

Tho sloiie at James bay and the 
-shrubbery at Bastion scpiare have been 
maintained by the boafd this season, 
making another additional expense. 

The following streets were boule- 
varded, some of them begun in past 
years, but finished- this spring. Tho 
remainder are now finished except the 
last (uie, making in all about eight and 
.i half miles frontage, and those stroots 
where the llnal charge has been made 
up, have been much bolow the estim- 
ated cost. - , 

The following are the streets bou- 
levarded up to date: Elliot street, 
part of Superior street, Michigan 
street, tho whole Of Mcdana street, 
Clarence .street. South TurwJr street, 
Hellcville street, Humboldt street, Ru- 
pert stri'iU, Hoywood avenue, tho Park 
front, .Mears street, Linden avenue, 
Orniond street. Klford street, Rich- 
mond street, Rocklan<l avenue. Third 
.street, Hillside av.-nuo, Garbally road, 
Dunedin street, Vancouver street.. 'The 
cost of malntenaiico has also hoeri 
within tho estimate. 

Ouadt'a Street Cemetery

been done within the estimated cost, 
and is now a credit to the <;ity and

board next season, it needs no com- 
ment of mine to Indicate that the 
transforin.itlon has been a great boon 
to till! surrounding neighborhood and 
to the city at large. 

Gorge Park 

Nothing has been done hero except 
Miat a p.-irt ot the bridge was broken 
and It has since been rei)aired. 

Sujicrlntendeiit England was in- 
.slriicted to confer with Mr. Plimley 
and ascert.-iin if it will be po.sslble to 
arrive iit some arraiigimieiu whereby 
the lattcr's stf)re, at th(; end of Nia- 
gara street, opposite Beacon Hill park, 
can be used as a waiting room for 
those patronizing the street cars.

.Superintendent England referred to 
tlie necessity of tlie board erecting 
some sort ot railing along Belleville 
sti-eet at the top of tho Incline be- 
tween the J.B.A.A. club house and 
Government street. The place is a 
dangc-roii.s one for children who, should 
ihi-y.lall oil the sidewalk, would roll 
down the incline and either be in- 
jured by coming in contact with the 
stioif coping at the bottom or. go into 
thi' water. The matter will bo taken 
up later. 

Mayor Hall s^iggi>3ted that the lioard 
should adojit some policy and reconi- 
nientl it to tile incoming b.iai-d, wliere- 
hy llio.se portions of land, such as on 
Pandora aviuiue and els'>wliere, coulii 
hi; imiiroved and made attractive. 
Once this work is complided tho cost 
of niaintenani'e woul<i be .■,iiiall, wliile 
I lie lni|U-oveniont in the appearance 
of the sti-eets would lie great. As an- 
other meeting of the hoard will bo held 
soon this matter will then be consid- 
ered.

HERE AND THERE 



There Is a tondoncy among some 
Canadians to over estimate tho pro- 
gress of their country, men In tho 
realm of art and literature. This is 
l)crhapH more dangerous than tho op- 
posllo one of thinking Uttlo of that 
which Is done at home. 

Canada is a very young country. Her 
people have been occupied in earning 
a living. While doing this they have 
in littie more than a centui'y opened 
up lialt a continent. They have fell- 
ed tile forests, cultivated tho land, 
made lilgliv.'ayK on land and water, 
built shlp.s, dug mines and engaged 
In comnieree. They have risen early 
and gone lo bed late and most of their 
waking hours have been occupied by 
iuiiu turn lUiicmittlng labor. They 
hiwe had little lelsura tat study and 
les.s for amusement, but In five geii- 
eraticms they have done much toward 
developing a country rich in resources. 
This Work is going on ami will still 
for ui) one knows how long. We ma.v 
well bo proud of wliat has been done 
hy the live or six generations of Can 
aill;in men and women; nor has tliis 
been all. Men have found timi; to 
rt>ad and tn think. Canada has pro- 
duced statesmen that would have beoti 
.great in any country but for the most 
part the powers of her great men 
have been applied to practical purpos- 
es. Few haye had time to dream 
and It Is from among the dreamers 
tliat the artists come. 

Yet here and there have been those 
who with brush or pen have essayed 
to show to others the beautiful Images 
formed In their own minds. The 
sueeess, of some has been acknowledg- 
ed liy iircredited judges, both In tlio 
L'nltod Ktat.'.-i and in Great Britain. 

These have been the few. The 
woi'k of the greater number has been, 
as was to hove been expected, want- 
ing in beauty either of conception or 
of execution or of both. This l.s not 
a reason for discouragement, scarcely 
for regret. When we think that even 
in Great Britain with Its great popula- 
tion, Its wealth and Its leisure, the 
number of great poets, novellffta or 
I)ainters In the present s:oneratlon has 
not been large, we may well take 
courage. 

There Is, however, a danger that 
Caiuidiuns shall bo satisfied with their 
own aeliievements. There are those, 
who wants the children's sclioolbooks 
to be lllled with selections from Can- 
adian authors and who would liave 
reading clubs study the works of Can- 
adian poets and novel writers. If wo 
hope Hint Canada shall ever become 
a nation famous fo» Its writers, as It 
surely will become eminent for its 
success in other directions wo must 
set before onrselves and our children 
the very best models. We must learn 
what is good and what is worthless 
ill liter.ature. For this we are not 
left to ourselves. We are in a very 
real sense "The heir of all the ages." 

The whole field of literature lies 
before those who would make selec- 
tions for the study of the children 
and only the host should bo gathered. 
Tliere are few of their elders who 
would not he bcnellted by a study of 
tlio books of a few Canadian authors 
hut it would be folly to confine them- 
selves to such authors. There Is no 
danger so great as that of mistaking 
what is false or what Is Commonplace 
I'or that which Is true and beautiful. 
Wo cannot all study books of criticism 
and perliaps we would not ho better if 
wo could but we can all read tho 
niasteriileces of English literature and 
in this way will our taste be best 
formed. 

It Is quite different with painting 
Very few peoiile in Canada have the 
opportunity of seeing r.-ally good pic- 
tures. Art galleries are the product 
of an oldiM- eivlUiiation than ours. l!ut 
tlie.se things had a beginning and in 
Canada, young as sliu Is tla re are 
true artists, men who worlc for the 
love of their work and not for wealth 
or fame. Their number will increa.se 
as the years go, on. But here again, 
while we are proud of our own, wc? 
must not Imagine that they excel. 

In the Winnipeg I'"ree Press, Mary 
.Markwell points out In eloquent 
words that nowhere In the world are 
there such a variety of beautiful 
subji-cts for the iia inter's brush as are 
to iie found in Canada. Of her own 
lionii' she says: "Take the great plains 
of the middle west; in its boundle.ss 
sp;iees you ha\-e a landseape school 
In itself. The misty dawns of morn- 
ing—the glowing hours of lengthen- 
ing summer day.s the long-drawn pur- 
ple shadows of evening — and that in- 
tangible night '"with Its thousand 
itars," and a brooding silence which 
is as stirless, as profound as death 
and enternlty. 

-An appreciation of beauty is the first 
.-lej) towards Its reproductions and 
niaiiy Canadians have that. 

We shudder when we hear 'of case 
of destllutlon In the crowded cities <j 
the Did W'orUl. Yet here, in Cauad; 
wliere our own wheat tields produc 
enougli to I'eed ni.any times our popu- 
latinii, tliere an- eases of destitution 
tlian wliieli nothing could be more sad 
The following story is from the Tor- 
onto iMall and ]i;iiiplre and shows tliat 
men and women will often siilfer 
agony, physical and mental, rather 
than apply for charity. 

"A sad case of absolute destitution 
was discovered by the police yesterday, 
in which a family of llvo were living In 
starvation In one cold, dingy room. 
The police were made aware cf the 
hardship by a prominent citizen, who 
received a letter from tho father ex- 
plaining the circumstances. J-le a.sked 
not a thing, but an opportunity to work 
to l<eep his funiily from starving, ami 
Mai<l that he would do anything that 
w'Mild bring him In a few dollars, lie 
haH ijceii ihrotigh the Houth African 
War, si rviJig in every engugetnont, and 
lia.s bolli ihi' King's and Queen's me- 
dals. 

"A detective was sent down to the 
bouse and found that tlui man luid not 
in the least exaggerated his position. 
■J'liere were tlirec; e'hildron, one In a 
dying eoudition, tho father and the 
mother. None of tho children had 
eitlier shoes or .stockings on, and but 
very tew clothes. 'J'liere was jiractl- 
cally nothing left In the room, the 
father having disposed of everything to 
buy bread. Ho said that he bad 
lirijught tho Hick child to the hospitals, 
but it had been refused admission. lie 
said tliat the child had been examined 
Ijy doctors and tli.'it he was told no- 
thing could be done for It. 

"The city relief ollleer sent some 
food to the place yesterday and the 
police win likely got work for tho man 
today.

It l.s proposed to adopt every known 
means In the endruvnr to bring the 
birds back to perfect liralth, they hav- 
ing received somewhat liard tri'atnient 
in the course of their journey across 
the Atlantic and th»! contiiiont.' While 
some died en route the others. It Is 
believed, will survive under i\io atten- 
tion they will recelv.-.

The choice of the Mongolian pheasant 
It Is pointed out. Is a peculiarly linppv 
ono for another reason. It Is explain- 
ed by those who have had experience 
In tho Orient, tho homo of these birds, 
that It is rare that ono variety will 
cross with another. Thus In the wilds 
of (.''hlna a sportsman (iliids in the.

It is e.\- 
I)ecled a {jood prico will bi> realized 
this season. I^ast year the a\'eraK:ii 
price realized for the sealskins offer- 
ed was S^'l.ra;, aboiit .?:! I'-.-^s than tlie 
amount reallz'.-d In I'.'Dfi when tin; 
liighest priees were paid for tin- fur 
Koal i)elts by tlie bidders at L'. M. 
Lanipson it i.'o.'s annual sales. The 
record i)rlco paid was in this year, 
1805, when 13,000 Bering Sea and 
northwest coast sealskins from Vic- 
toria were on the market and there 
were few seals from Japan and the 
Russian Islands, owing to the war then 
raging. It is anticipated that about 
$22 win be realized this year. The 
whole of the Victoria catch will not bo 
offered, owing to some of the schooners 
liaving returned late and their skins 
having been siiipped too late to arrive 
In time for the sale. I>,-ist year prac- 
tically the whole Uoring Se.'i catch of 
[i,;!;t7 skins arrived too late for the 
sal<; and were held until January when 
they were plated on the market, bring- 
ing a slightly advanced price over 
those sold at the big sale. 

Whence They Come. 
The skins to be offered today include 
22,409 sealskins taken by the lessees 
of the seal islands of Bering Sea. in- 
cluding 7,444 skins, half of the seals 
clubbed on the Islands of St. Paul and 
St. George during 1907 and the whole 
of the take on the seal rookeries In 
1908 totalling 14,966 skins. The pelagic 
sealing catch of 15,000. skins, includes 
.4,440 skins — if all were on the market 
in time — taken by Victoria sealers in 
Bering Sea, and over 10,000 skins 
taken by the Japanese sealers In 
Bering Sea, off Copper Islands and the 
Kurlles and in the Oklnvtsch setu 
'J'licre will al.so be :',000 skln.s taken 
on the rookery at Lobos island, off the 
Argentine Republic placed on the mar- 
ket, and ijrobably some of the catch 
of 2,y00 skins taken by the Russians 
off tho Co]ipi.'r Island rook'Tios, and 
some skins talcen by pehiBlc sealers 
<iff the Cape of Good Hope and tho 
grounds off tho Argent'ine coast and 
Capo Horn. 

The Yankee Monopoly. 
A volume could be written of the 
privations endured, the risks run, and 
the history of the manner In which 
some of the sealskins to be sold In 
London today were secured. Those 
taken on the rookeries, where a mono- 
lioly Is i)roiected ri)i-orousIy by the 
I'nited .States H"\'ernuii nt and tln'

Two Japanese sealers 
were seized, one of them, the Klnsel 
Maru, having like that noted cnift of 
KipUng'B sealing rhyme, faked papier 
mache smokestack and rig and spars 
to represent a revenue cutter while she 
lay oil the Soapandl rookery and sent 
her boats ashore. Off the Coi),)er Is- 
lands several Jai)anese vessels wcro 
seized, and nine lives were lost In a 
veritable guerilla war with tlic lliis- 
slan guards for tlie skins, (in several 
occasions raiders landed and stole 
what skins they could take before the 
guards fought tlieniMiack to tlnlr 
boats, and one .schooner, the lioso 
JIarti, lost nine of hor crew when the 
Kusslan guards -drove off the landing 
boats from the attempted rah! by llr- 
iiig ui)on thorn as th«!y rose .and fell in 
tho long-llppod rollers of the Co|iper 
island bay. Sl>; bodies aft 
drifted ashoro with tin; hulk 
to show the manner of tho sealers' rr.rl

Local Sealers' Fortune, 

Tho Victoria sealer, forced though 
they were to remain outside ,a zone of 
sixty miles of the seal islands while 
the Japanese, unhampered by restric- 
tions went to the three-mile limit, 
obeyed tho regulations, and had no 
trouble with the patrol boats. Two 
lives were lost, two of the crew of the 
Thomas F. Bayard being washed 
overboard In the North Paclflo and 
several vessels reported that hunters 
had undergone privations, which they 
coiis'vlerEd as all in the day's work. 
Two Indians were thirteen days with- 
out food and suffered terribly while 
adrift In an open canoe before they 
found succor on the Alaskan coast. 

Next season, owing to the raiding 
of the Japanese hunters, notable be- 
cause of the Mlye Maru seizure olT 
Copper island and the subsequent sen- 
tence of six of the Japanese to death 
for attacking the Russian guards ai 
Xlcolaievsk where they wcri' held for 
trial after their schooner was IjrouKbt 
as a prize to Vladivostok, it is ex- 
jiertcd a new sc-iHriK treaty will be 
aranged between Russia and J.apan, 
and agreed to by Britain and the 
United States which will, put all the 
pelagic sealers under the same restric- 
tive regulations. 

But these things arc all at the back 
ef tho drop curtain after the oklns, 
loated with brine to preserve them, 
have been fingered by the buyers in 
London today, and sold in lot.s to he 
carried to th" dyers anrl mad" roady 
to lieeonu- s"alskin saoin--, for those 
women "who v.-ill walk t,'ay."

Tho German bark Magdalene had a 
narrow escape during the gak; of 
Tuesday, when Jive hawsers wore 
parted when the tug 'Wanderer failed 
to hold the drifting b'ark, her canvas 
was blown away several times and 
she was rescued when on a lee sluire 
In the Strait. After a narrow escape 
from disaster when onterint; tlie 
Strait, the four-masted bark dropped 
anchor at Port Ang:eles on Sunday. 
The tu.t; Wanderer started wdtli tlu' 
Jl.-ig-daleno from I'ort AUBoles on 
Tuesday mornlnp; In - the Kale. The 
vessel was for several hours liirashed 
about in the Strait by a Icr'rillc smith- 
east Kill.' lii'fore a dat-.^erous anchor- 
age off Cattle I'oint in the San Juan 
lsl;inds iMiild h... ^^ainrd, 

l'"ivc ii;nverful towln.i;: hawsers that 
coimecti-d the tug with , the ship were 
part(.-d. The last destroyed all seivice- 
able lines aboard both vessels, and 
assisted h.v the tug an anchorage was 
Baiued, providentially, before the barU 
wa.4 cast upon a forbidding luc shore. 

The storm with which tho tow and 
tugboat were besot was one of the 
most severe 'that' has been oKper- 
ienced in several years In' tlie Straits 
of Fiica. Starting from Port Angeles 
at 3 o'clock Tuesday mornInK, tUB and 
tow encountered a moderate wind, at (i 
o'clock developing Into a teiniiest 
against which no headwtiy conld be 
made. The severity of the whnl in so 
short a period of time Is alm.ist oii- 
Iirecedenteil in lln- recollection of old 
sailors of thi'si. waters. 

Rec'illiiiK the danger of the .iltu;i- 
tion when Dunpi'iiess Sjilt wa.s reach- 
ed. Capt. Urn I.ove.j ,if the Wan- 
derer aski'il ("apt. llamm, of th" .Mag- 
dalene, to hidst sail and aim in bi-inp- 
ing the ship about so tli.it ii iiack 
course couhl be maile to the I'alrn 
waters of i'nrt .-Xngelr.s bay. Six ef- 
forts to put on canvas sullicient to 
Ijrlng lb" ship aliout ri>siilted in the 
sails boing carried away lnst:intly. So 
strong grew tlie wind that furled s.iils 
blew out of their g.'iskets. 

At this juncture the lirst hawser 
part"d. Betwon C o'clock and 10 the 
tight agtilnst the eloments was most 
serious. Capt. Lovo.1oy Is one of tlK 
most experienced masters In the tug- 
boat service of Puget Sound and no 
manoeuver that might aid In lessen- 
ing the danger was left unperformed. 

In spite of taking advantage of the 
courses that would give least resis- 
tance to the waves and wind, all : the 
hawser lines of both vessels were 
parted. The tug remained^ alongside 
until l)Oth anchors were gotten over- 
board. The position was far from 
favorable, but a hurried trip to this 
city for new lines was considered tlic 
best course possible. 

The tug Tyoe was hurriedly ordered 
to the dlstresseil ship, f'apt' Lovejoy 
di'scrlbes cnndltlons through which 
the vessels passed as most remark.ilile 

During the strongest of the "t.Mn; fi 
lifeboat of the Wanderer was blown 
from Its davits. Thi'ough the broken 
glass of the tug'.'; slcyllght the niln 
and waves entered. Hooding the In- 
terior.

The continuance of the new Aus- 
tralian liner Makura In the Cunadlan- 
Auslraliaii service, Is deiiendent upon 
the tiction of tlie Dominion government 
with regard to the renewal of the sub- 
sidy which expires ne.xt summer. If 
the proposals i)ur. forward by Sir James 
-Mills, manager of the line, during his 
visit to Ottawa last summer had been 
accepted and an agreement entered 
Into for a term of years it was pro- 
posed to order two more of these jiala- 
tial liners, each costing over a million 
iind a half dollars, for the service. If 
satisfactory arrangements arc not 
reached tho service will be maintained 
by less exi)enslve vessels, and the now 
JIakura will bo operated between Aus- 
trtilla and New Zealand. This trade, 
in which forty years ago nteamers of 
betweeii 600 and 700 tons ran In a 
monthly service, now gives employment 
to some of the tlnest appointed liners 
In. t!;c Cniun fcileamshlp company's 

licet. 

The history of tho ,\iistralaHlan mer- 
cantile marine Is bound up with that 
ol' the Cnlon .Steanishli) company, of 
.New Zealand, owners of the lloatlng 
palace which reached Victoria on 
Tuesday, .St,.'p by step tills comimny 
built up an enormous Ileet. The ves- 
sels loiiployed were Increased In slzo 
oiilll less than a i|uarter of a century 
ago tourists thought tluit the limit 
had been reached In the .Maraoa, of 
2,r,liS tens. .Seven years later, liow- 
e\er. the Warrimoo, of 3,,')2S tons, was 
luiill, and then came the Moerakl of 
■l,:i'.i2 tons, but six years ago. Pursuing 
Iheli' policy of expansion and develop- 
ment, the directors in the following 
year brought out the ."Manuka, of 4,505 
tons, tmd then a iliirlng experiment 
Wiis made in the construction of the 
lirst ocean-going turbine Steamer — tho 
IMaheno, of 6.282 tons. Whether tho 
experiment proved an unquallfled suc- 
cess Is doubtful — that is, Judging by 
the fact that in all the later vessels 
reciprocating engines have been in- 
stalled. Last year saw the completion 
of the Marama, of 6,437 tons, nnd this 
effort has now been eclipsed by the 
construction of a vessel nearly 2,000 
tons larger still. Within the si)ace of 
si'Veii years, th<'ref,.,re. the si/.e of the 
st'-.'imers emplo.\ ed b, twecii Sydney 
and .\ew Zealand ports has d,nil,iled, 
and one would be bold Indeed to ven- 
ture an opinion as to what the next 
decade will bring forth In the way of 
nitirine architecture. 

Closely assochited with the history 
of Australasian shipping industry is 
the A.l'.S,.\'. coinp.iny, the foundation 
of which was kiid by the Queens- 
land Steamship company, and absorbed 
the old A, S.N, cipmpany. 

Twenty- live years ago, when the 
Queensland Steamship company, found- 
ed li>' (Colonel James Burns, started 
oiier.'i tions in opposition to the A.S..V. 
company, which then enjoyed a mo- 
nojioly of the Intercidonlal trade, tho 
hirgest vessels engaged in the Sydney- 
Bi'isbtine service were tho Archer, of 
Cfll tons (still In commission as one 
of the Xewcastle cargo boats), and 
the (.'orea of COO tons, while the Nor- 
thern Queensland trade was conducted 
by boats ranging in size from 194 tons 
to 357 tons. \\'lien the now company 
began to forge ahead, and built three 
1,500-ton steamers — the Warrego, 
Barcoo and Maranoa, yet In active 
s. rvlci — travelers were Jubilant at tho 
luxury provided for them. 

'i'lii: absorption of the A.S.N, com- 
pany by the Queensland Steamship 
company led to the formation of tho 
Iin simt powerful A.U.S.N. company, 
and the Arawatta and Aramac, of 2.100 
ton.s. which were built less than 20 
years ago, were regarded as tlni em- 
bodiment of everything that could be 
d, 'Vised for tile comfort of l,,nrists. 
They wore cert.alnly much In advance 
of any of the \essels pri vinusly pro- 
vided for the co.istal trade, .'ind even 
today are comfortabb- and fairly 
speedy. And sn step by step the com- 
pany nourished until today its differ- 
ent steamship lines almost encircle tho 
continent, regular communication 
having been established from I'.urki-- 
town In the Ciiilf of Carpentai;Ja. right 



mission, has, however, Jled /schedules 
sliowlng what is dos'lred. 

"The only possible Interpretation of 
tho refusal of the American railroads 
to comply with tho orders of the com- 
mission is that the Amerlciin railroads 
have resolved to abandon all attempts 
to carry goods from the .Atlantic or 
from interior points to the Orient, and 
have resolved to let all of the buslnos.s 
'go to the Canadian line, which can 
handle tho business at any rate It de- 
sires wdthout Interference from tbe 
Interstate commerce commlsion of Ibis 
country. 

"The Oriental trade through the 
American ports on the Paclllc was tlc- 
velojiod througli giving a relatively 
l,ow freight rate. It is altogether 
Iirobable that tho railroads. In the en- 
deavor to build up this business, gav<! 
lower rates from cutisl to coast on 
nrtkdes designed fur cxjiort tlian thoy 
did on goods designed for consumption 
at homo ports. At least the refusal 
to file their schedules would Infilcalo 
that this was the case. 

"One reason for the attempt to build 
up this trade with the Orient was that 
it would furnltih freight for the cars 
which otherwise would have to be 
hauled out to lhl,s coast empty, In 
order to load lumber In Washington 
for interior points. If the commission 
should Insist that tho companies could 
not give the low rate on goods des- 
tined for export, tlio rate on goods for 
domestic use would have to como 
down. In preference to putting up 
with the loss Involved In lowering all 
■the rates, tho companies htivo decldivl 
lo drop out of the Oriental tr.-ide, let 
It go to the foreign railroads, which 
are not subject to the rules of the In- 
tersttite commerce commission, and 
mtike good the loss in revenue by ad- 
vancing rates to the I'oast on good.:; 
for demc^tie consumption. 

"The Oriental iviidt: which has here- 
tofore been handled by American ports 
on the Pacino will go to Vancouver, 
the vessels formerly In that trade will 
probably be transferred to the Can- 
iidlan ports, and the growing com- 
merce of this country acrosa>thc I'a- 
cllic will be checked. In addition to 
this Hevere loss to the ports of '.he 
I'acllic. they will have to make good 
the loss of revenue by paying larger 
frcdglit rates on tlie goods hauled out 
for their own uses."

Syndicate Purchase Alberta Grain and 
Will Send it By Way of This 
Coast 



Winnipeg, Dec. 15. — P. H. Cooper, 
well . known - through, western Canada, 
arrived In Winnipeg last' night from 
Mejflco City, ,;,He left fpr Alberta this 
afternoon, wh'ereJ^he^^^hopoSjto, j'put a 
quantity of wheat'for export itfjiMexico. 
He says' the' Vreductlon " of ' 'the- two- 
thlrds of the- duty on the part of tho 
Mexican republic until April 1, 1909, 
will furnish , a good opportunity for 
western Canadian grain to reach tho 
Mexican, market. 

"At pre8ent,"-he said, "Kansas wheat 
has .been supl>lylng tho demand iiicl- 
dent to the wheat famine of Mexico, 
but the hard grain from Canada Is pro- 
ferrcd to the soft Kansas variety. It 
blcnd.s hotter with Mexican soft 
wheat, and makes better Hour. 

"I don't know what wo will bo able 
to do, but I hope to be able to ship 
Eomo grain from Alberta. It will go 
via Vancouver to Man-zanlUo, the 
PacKlc port which ha.s direct connec- 
tion with Mexico City. The (luoted 
rate per hundred from Alberta points 
is forty cents on wheat .tO; Mnnzanillo 
and ten cunts from theire tb'the Mexi- 
can capital. 

"Of course there arc other' high- 
ways, such as an all-rall route south 
via Hallfiix or via New YorS. The 
r.out.o. prefepire.d howoyer, Is. yla. yan- 
couver, for tline and. general, conveni- 
ence. Oh account jof the strict Cana- 
dian grain grading laws the Mexicans 
prefer iCanadlaQ business because they 
can safely buy by sample. I have seen 
a Kansas': soft variety which has been 
coining In there in big quantities since 
the duty has been taken off which I 
thought littio better than chicken
